Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-15 are allowable over the closest priorartofJP 59-145207 and US 
3049525 (Bening). 

Independent claims 1 and 2 are each drawn to a method of producing a soluble 
polyfunctlonal vinyl aromatic polymer having a controlled molecular weight distribution 
and each stipulates, inter alia, performing cationic polymerization of a monomer 
component containing 20 to 100 mol% of a divinyl aromatic compound (a) with a Lewis 
acid catalyst and an Initiator represented by the recited formula (1). Independent claim 
8 Is drawn to a soluble polyfunctlonal vinyl aromatic copolymer comprising an Indan 
structure represented by the recited formula (2) and which is characterized, inter alia, by 
20 mol % or more of a repeating unit derived from the divinyl aromatic compound (a) 
being Included In the polyfunctlonal vinyl aromatic copolymer. 

The closest prior art discloses a soluble high polymer of dllsopropenylbenzene, 
prepared by polymerizing a dllsopropenylbenzene oligomer using a cationic 
polymerization catalyst such as AICI3 or BFs-ethyl ether complex in an organic solvent 
such as toluene (JP '207); and a method of preparing polydivinylbenzene by mixing 
divlnylbenzene dissolved in an inert hydrocarbon solvent, e.g., ethylbenzene, with TiCIs 
at room temperature (Benning). Neither JP '207 nor Benning, however, teaches or in 
anyway suggests performing the polymerization with a Lewis acid and an initiator 
conforming to formula (1) in claim 1 or 2. Regarding claim 8, neither reference teaches 
a vinyl aromatic copolymer having an indan structure conforming to the formula (2). 
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Further, there no disclosure to indicate that the polymer prepared as per JP '207 or 
Benning would be the same as the soluble polyfunctional vinyl aromatic copolymer of 
the present invention, nor is there any reason to believe that they would inherently be 
the same. 

Accordingly, claims 1-15 are deemed to define allowable subject matter and 
passed to issue.
